More than 5,000 contestants 
for city, county and State offices 
pounded into the home stretch 
today in California’s 1942 pri¬ 
mary election sweepstakes, with 
$3,751,296 voters registered and 
qualified to go to the polls next 
Tuesday to ballot for their fa¬ 
vorites. 

This campaign finish, however 
isn't the usual colorful finale. 
There is a note of grimness and 
serious purpose about it, for the 
roftr of war has ai! but drowned 
out the customary din of elec¬ 
tioneering. 

Californians will march to their 
voting booths to decide on their 
nominees for 134 State offices, 
and for nearly 1,000 local offices,

emergency in the nations' his¬ 
tory. 

Election experts, at first fear¬ 
ful that there would be an ex¬ 
ceedingly light vote turnout next 
Tuesday, due to the fact that the 
campaign has been overshadowed 
by the black headlines of world 
conflict, revised their estimates 
somewhat today and predicted 
that at least a 50 per cent vote 
will be cast. Civic groups, mean¬ 
while, intensified their “Get Out 
the Vote” drives in a determined 
efforts to hammer home the ser¬ 
iousness of the election. 

In the contests for State of¬ 
fices, the spotlight, as the cam¬ 
paign neared a close, centered 
mainly on the vital governorship 
race, with Attorney General Earl 
Warren, the non-partisan guberna¬ 
torial candidate, conceded an ex¬ 
cellent chance to top Governor 
Olson in total vote. Most obser¬ 
vers, however, predict that this 
contest would go to a final show¬ 
down at the General Election in 
November, although admitting 
that an upset is possible which 
might sweep Warren into office 
at the primary. 

The most telling blows against 
Governor Olson, political analysts 
agree, have been delivered during 
the final days of the campaign 
when his record on measures af¬ 
fecting prepardness and civilian 
defense has been called into seri- 
out question. If Olson goes down 
to defeat, these experts agree, it 
will be due largely to public con¬ 
viction. that he has wrangled with 
the Legislation, bungled defense, 
and failed as a war Governor. 

In the fight for Lieutenant 
Governor, the incumbent, Ellis E. 
Patterson, is a favorite to win 
renomination of the Democratic 
ticket, with Assemblyman Fred¬ 
erick Houser of Los Angeles and 
James Rolph III of San Francis¬ 
co engaged in a heated contest 
for the Republican nomination. A 
run-off at the final election seems 
almost certain. 

Senator Robert W. Kenny of 
Los Angeles and Wallace Ware, 
former member of the State Rail¬ 
road Commission, are waging a 
hot fight for Attorney General, 
with the probability that they 
will face each other again at the 
General Election, although Kenny 
may win at the primary. 

Assembly Speaker Gordon Gar¬ 
land is expected to win the place 
on the State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion left vacant by the death of 
the late Fred E. Stewart, State 
Controller Harry Riley, State 
Treasurer Charles G. Johnson 
and State School Superintendent 
Dr. Walter Dexter are all ex¬ 
pected to win both nominations 
and election at the primary.

ganizations do their utmost to 
get voters to the polls.
